Before returning to Britain this 
week after a nine-day visit. Mr. 


Aneurin Bevan told reporters here that 
Israel had two additional safeguards 
agaist a possible attack by Egypt in 
the event of a British withdrawal from 
Suez—es well as the recent statement 
by General Naguib that he does not 
intend to attack the Jewish State. 


The safeguards were the tripartite 
guarantee of the frontiers and Israel's 
own resolution to defend iself, Burt he 
thought i absurd-not to use any 
Stronger words—to give military aid to 
those Arab countries with a low 
standard of living. Mr, Bevan added. 


“It is bankruptcy of statesmanship to 
put arms in the hands of a half-starved 
people.” 

Some pcople, he went. on, were 
naive cnough to believe that Isiam had 
an mtrinsic defence against Communism, 
but if they wished to build up bulwarks 
against Communtsi penetration in the 
Middle East the most effective way was 
raise social standards there. He

He praised life in 
the kibbutzim and said that he had been 
impressed with urban development. He

“ Reflection on Israel ~ 


At Friends’ House, she went on, she 
had been “profoundly disappointed ~ 
that no Jewish woman had been invited 
to join the 18 meh on the platform. “I 
feli that this was a reflection on Isracl.” 
Those who felt most strongly about 
emancipation of all sections of the com- 
munity, without regard to race. creed. or 
scx, looked particularly to the new States 
for the implementation of principles and 
values for which a long struggle had had 
lo be waged in the old-established States, 
and for the denunciation of old codes 
that reflected “ masculine values.” 

in Israel... however. no woman was 
allowed to initiate divorce under. the 
existing laws. That meant, the speaker 
declared. that’ women there were still 
demed full freedom and remained 
subservient.

ANGLO-JEWRY 
TODAY 


Dayan Grunfeld’s 
Observations 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Davan Dr. I. Grunfeld, speaking on 
“ Anglo-Jewry Today,’ at a meeting 
held by the North London branch of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association at the 
Stoke Newington Library, London, 
N.16. last week, declared that it was 
his firm personal conviction that the 
future~ of Anglo-Jewry lay in the 
modern Orthodox movement created 
by the famous Rabbi Samson Raphael 
Hirsch. 

That moment, the Dayan said, was 
characterised by the motio “ Torah tm 
Derech Eretz.” 

Contining himself mainly to Orthodox 
congregations, which, he said, formed the 
overwhelming majority of Jews in_ this 
country, the Dayan dealt with his subject 
from the vantage point of the Beth Din. 

The outstanding feature of the United 
Synagoguc, he said, was ius brilliant 
organisation at head office. - Sometimes 
it was too brilliant and was in. danger 
of creating too much mechanism in 
religious life. Compared with Jewnes 
in other countries, in spite of short- 
comings, the United Synagogue had 
achieved a. great success in maintaining 
traditional synagogal life among the 
masses of the metropolis. 


Relations with Orthodox Union 


The Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregauions had developed rapidly and had 
gained great impetus and = strength 
through the new immigration since 1933, 
Ihe relationship between the Chief 
Rabbinate and the Beth Din on the one 
side and the Umon on the other was 
one ol cordialiity and conhdcnce Phere 
were, it was true, some frictions between 
the Beth Din and the Union, especially 
in the field of administration of kashrut, 
But these difficulties had now been over- 
come, and it was to be hoped that the 
one outstandmg controversy between the 
Chief Rabbinate and the Union-——the .dis- 
pute over the Jewish Secondary Schools 
Movement—would be settled satisfactorily 
in the near future, 

n his references to the Jewish press, 
Dayan Grunfeld said that THe Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE was not merely a paper. but 
an umutuuon. -It had been called in a 
ocular way the “fifth part of the 
Shulchan Aruch,” as far as Anglo-Jewry 
was concerned, and*there was a lot of 
truth in that jest. The paper was on 
an. extremely high level, and was 
rightly the pride of Anglo-Jewry as far 
as pournalistic ethics: were concerned. It 
had increased its circulation and influence 
cnormously under its. present editor, and 
iis reporting was a model of accuracy, 
free from all sensationalism, and full of 
a Sense of responsibility.

If there was one criticism: which he 
had to make it was this: THe. Jewisn 
CHRONICLE. was not always mindful of 
he fact that the average Jew in this 
country was Orthodox his outlook. 
While. as the organ of Anglo-Jewry, the 
paper had a duty to all sections of the 
Jewish population in this country and 
could not: be the mouthpiece of one 
particulal group, nevertheless, the fact 
that the overwhelming majority of Jews 
in England were Orthodox, or at least 
itiached to Orthodox synagogal organisa- 
lions. carried wih it the right and the 
duty for the organ of British Jewry to 
have at least a definite Orihodox bias 
to put mt no higher than. that.

He con- 
sidered it a mustake that after the war

Mr. Pollak referred to the fascist inter- 
national, which, he said, was centred on 
Germany, The German nationalist move- 
ment, though ouiwardly split_up in many 
small. groups, was mternationally imter- 
connected. through ifs vanious centres in 
Madrid.

ISRAEL ZANGWILL 
ANNIVERSARY 


By JOSEPH LEFTWICH 


January 21 will mark the 90th 
anniversary of the birth of Israel 
Zangwill. who died in 1926—ten more 
years to his centenary, which Angio- 
Jewry will surely commemorate in a 
manner appropriate for the greatest 
man of letters Anglo-Jewry has yet 
produced, who was also a tireiess and 
valuable worker and a leader in every 
ficld of Anglo-Jewish activity, ubove 
all in Zionism and in the Ito. 

1 mentioned in an article in THE 
CHronicite of August 3, 1951, at 
the time of the 25th anniversary of 
Zangwill’s death, that, though Zangwill 
gave the date of his birth as February 14. 
1864. the date which appeared in ihe 
reference books, his birth certihicatic. of 
which he had a copy (it is in the files of 
his papers in the Zionist Library im 
Jerusa'em), shows that he was born on 
January 21, 1864, at 10 Ebenezer Square. 
off Stoney Lane, in Spitalfields Lhe 
birth was registered in the Sit. Botolph 
District on February 29 

Zangewill once explained that he had 
* adopted ” February 14 as his birthday. 
when he was asked to contribute to a 
series called ““ This is My Birthday.” 
“One might at least commandeer a day 
on which no celebrity had planted his 
flagstaff.’ the wrote. “It seems an 
incredible negligence that the fourteenth 
of February should have remained 
unoccupied. St. Valentine's Day is the 
very day for a novelist.” But although 
Zangwill “adopted” February ‘4. his 
true birthday was January 21. 


Artisan Dwellings 


Ebenezer Square was demolished in 
1884. twenty vears after. Zangwill was 
horn there, and a block of tenements 
called Artisan. Dwellings, which stil 
stand. was. built on the site. 

in “ Children of the Ghetto © Zangwill 
pictured Esther Ansell. coming back to 
the ghetto and finding that “ instead of 
the dirty picturesque houses rose an 
appalling series of artisans’ .dwetiings. 
monotonous brick barracks.” Ebenezer 
Sguare probably appeared in. the cartier 
parts of “Children of. the Ghetto as 
Zachariah Square, where  Zangwil! 
described Mrs. Isaacs and Mrs. Jacobs 
in their street quarrel pouring scorn on 
each other's parents. (“* Your mother! 
retorted Mrs. Jacobs. *‘ Yah! And what 
Was you! father ? Mrs. Isaacs 
inquired "") till they were awakened by 
the laughter of the neighbours to the 
Situation that they were sisiers, with the 
same father and mother, whercupon 
“their sources of repartee were dried 
up.” 

There is no. special celebration of a 
90h birthday: but this 90th anniversary 
of Zangwill’s birth should serve as a 
reminder of his coming cenienary

Wilfrid Owen.” “ Circumstanced as. he 
was. how casily he might have escaped 
all notice and, dying, an insignificant 
Jewish private with a few pieces of 
illegible scrawl in his tumic pocket, have 
disappeared for good, a total loss Lo 
English poetry,” Professor Leavis wrote 
of him 

A few vears ago the Institute of Con- 
temporary Arts included some of Rosen- 
here's manuscripts in its Exhibition tn 
London of Twentieth Century Poetry, 
with -manuscripts of Hardy, Yeats, 
Hopkins, T. S, Eliot. Edith Sitwell. Sieg- 
fried Sassoon, Wilfrid Owen, Dylan 
Thomas, and others 

The Trustees of the British Museum 
have now accepted from. Rosenberg’s 
sister and literary executrix, Mrs. Wynick, 
the autographed mamuscripts of a num- 
her of Rosenberg’s poems The Keeper 
of the Manuscripts Depariment has 
written to Mrs. Wynick that they have 
been accepted “‘ as representative of your 
brother's literary work. The material 
would make a presentable volume, in 
which your late brother’s work would 
worthily be preserved in the National 
collection.”

EXCHANGE 


Opportunities for Foreign 
Investors

Last month the Tel Aviv Securities 
Clearing House became the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. For 18 years the 
Clearing House, by providing a ready 
market for securities, had facilitated 
the raising of large amounts for the 
development of the Jewish economy 
through the issue of securities. 

At the beginning of the Second World 
War the amount of shares and loans 
quoted was £7,000.000. In 1949. after 
the establishment of the State of Israel, 
it had reached 1£22.000,000, and it is 
now about 1[£50,000,000, 

The money thus raised has been used 
for the construction of modern factories 
producing texiiles, cement and other 
building materials. It has helped in the 
establishment of new agricultural settle- 
ments and in irrigation and land reclama- 
tion schemes. It has enabled the Govern- 
ment, both that of the Mandatory 
authorities and that of the State of Israel. 
to spend large sums in exeess of current 
revenue on capital proects, 


Local Securities 


In spite of the far-reaching changes 
which have occurred in nearly every 
ctor of life in Israel during the past 
tew years, and the fact that these changes 
were often accompanied by political and 
economic crises, the orices of Israeli 
securities have on the whole not suffcred 
from any abnormally sharp fluctuations. 
Ihis is no doubt due to the very large 
measure m which these securities are 
held by genuine investors rather than by 
speculators, and also to. -the important 
amounts which are continually becoming 
available for investment by insurance 
companies, pension funds, and invesiment 
LTuUSTS, 

Ihe interest of the Isracli public in 
investment in local secures has increased 
very greatly du ing ine last two years. 
Foreign securities held locally have been 
requisilioned by the Government, while 
the climate local imnvesiment has 
hecome drtinctly more favourable, Ihe 
authorities’ and individual companies 
have shown on a number of occasions 
that they attach great importance to the 
conhidence and good will of investors.

JERUSALEM 

The Israeli Cabinet at its weekly 
meeting on Sunday approved the 
revised agreement with the Palestine 
Electric Corporation, 

The Government offers to purchase 
the 2,800,000 shares of the company regis- 
tered in Londor at a price of 29s. 6d. 
Payment would be made in fifteen half- 
yearly instalments, beginning next Octo- 
ber. Interest would be paid duringethe 
repayment period at the rate of four per 
cent, 

Thte Israeli Government has also 
offered to buy the “4,000,000 shares of 
the Corporation registered in Isract. For 
these it would pay one pound sierling in 
the form of a dollar-linked Government 
bond (at $2.80 each) plus 141.40. Pay- 
ment for these shares would be made tn 
six half-yearly instalments. 

The Knesset Finance Commitice on 
Tuesday agreed that the Government 
proposals be debated shortly by the full 
Assembly. Although Cabinet approval 
of the agreement makes its acceptance 
certain, there 1s much dissatisfaction over 
the terms. At the Government's meeting 
on Sunday only Mapai Ministers. it is 
understood. voted for the agreement. and 
during the Finance Commitice’s meeting, 
the General Zionists, it is learned again 
voiced their concern, both at the principle 
of buying out the present sharcholders 


and at the cost involved 


Ihe exact form of the Israeli Govern- 
ments participation in the company is

THE PERSISTENT 
QUESTIONER 


UNDER the heading of “The Persistent 
Questioner,” this paper has been publishing 
during the past three months a series of 
articles by younger Jewish writers which 
deal with the important problem of the 
religious questionings of youth. The first 
contributor was Mr. Maurice EDELMAN, 
M.P., who forcibly expressed the dilemma 
that is felt by many in the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. “ The generation,” he wrote, “ that has 
finished its adolescence since 1945 is 
bewildered. What, it asks, is there distinc- 
tive in Judaism ? What is its characteristic, 
spiritual content which makes it a religion, a 
cause, and a way of life worth choosing or 
worth enduring ? Brought to maturity in a 
society where the bed of nails of antisemi- 
tism has become blunted if not imapercep- 
tible, the young Jew who has recognised the 
legal separation of Israel from the State of 
which he himself is a citizen, has had to 
take new bearings.” In successive issues, a 
number of younger writers contributed their 
own personal ideas on this theme. These 
writers came from both the ministry and 
the laity and also from various sections of 
the community, so that altogether they 
represented a valuable cross-section of 
current opinion. In continuation of this 
series, we have also been printing several 
articles entitled “ The Persistent Questioner 
Answered,” of which the last appears on the 
page opposite. From the great amount of 
correspondence received it is apparent that 
the whole series has aroused the liveliest 
interest among readers of all ages, 


Rabbi Dr. L.. Jacoss, who is about to take 
up the important post of Minister to the 
New West End Synagogue in London, writes 
a concluding article that will be welcomed 
by all sincere inquirers. He adopts the right 
attitude of approach when he remarks: 
“Judaism has nothing to fear from. the 
sincere questioner, no matter how persistent 
he is. It has much to fear from the support 
of the ignorant.” Citing the example of 
some of the greatest teachers of Judaism in 
the past, he declares that a positive welcome 
should be given to the spiritual struggles 
of the persistent questioner, which ought 
to be regarded as the first, perhaps the essen- 
tial, steps towards real taith. He underlines 
one point as being of particular significance 
to the whole discussion——namely, that several 
of the contributors to the debate have com- 
mented on the danger of equating Orthodoxy 
with fundamentalism and have expressed a 
preference. for the term “traditional” 
Judaism, with its more fluid connotation, to 
that of Orthodoxy, with its nuances of 
rigidity and inflexibility Rabbi JACOBS 
illustrates his point by reference to the 
diflerences. in approach - between two 
“Guides for the Perplexed,” neither of 
which was: tundamentalistic. The famous 
authors of these two reinterpretations of 
Judaism tor their own respective times were 
MAIMONIDES and KROCHMAI However, it 
should be noted that KROCHMAL’S book was 
first published posthumously (11 years after 
his death) at Lemberg in 1851. And what 
may have been up-to-date guidance for the 
Jews of Galicia over a century ago cannot 
fully satisfy the needs of Anglo-Jewry after 
the revolutionary changes in human thought 
and the epoch-making events in Jewish and 
world history which have since occurred. 


It would ‘seem that some of the subjects 
exercising the minds of our contributors 
have recently been receiving the considera- 
tion of our ecclesiastical: authorities. We 
recently reported an address on the work 
of the Beth Din by Dayan Dr. 1. GRUNPELD, 
in the course of which he said that it was 
an old misunderstanding that Jewish law 
could not be applhed to modern conditions. 
Jewish law, he explained, was very flexible, 
and had always kept up with the times. In 
another address on “ Anglo-Jewry Today ” 
(reported in our present issue) Dayan GRUN- 
FELD well summarised the situation in these 
words: “ The mild and almost placid tradi- 
tionalism which has characterised the Anglo- 
Jewish scene will not work any longer ; for 


we cannot live for ever on the capital created 
by former generations and especially by 
former immigrations.” At the same time 
he expressed his conviction that “ the future 
of Anglo-Jewry lay in the modern Orthodox 
movement created by the famous Rabbi 
SAMSON RAPHAEL Hirscn.” It is difficult to 
believe, however, that the salvation of 
Anglo-Jewry depends only upon this particu- 
lar movement. Hirscu lived from 1808 to 
1888, and no doubt exercised a beneficiai 
influence. Yet even for German Jewry he 
was never the only and final interpreter of 
the faith. To quote “but one example, 
another interpretation of traditional Judaism 
in Frankfort was developed by that heroic 
figure, FRANZ ROSENZWEIG (1886-1929), who 
was a severe critic of Hirscu and con- 
demned “theories which Hirscn’s Ortho- 
doxy made the foundation of a rigid and 
narrow structure, unbeautiful despite its 
magnificence.” 

No nostalgic craving for the conditions of 
other times and other lands will ever solve 
the present-day problems of Anglo-Jewry. 
In this period of strain and tension, of 
conflict and adjustment, there is.need far 
open discussion and the frank ventilation of 
views. Any worth-while answers to the 
questions of our youth will require hard 
wrestling with truth and a rethinking of the 
message of Judaism for this generation of 
British Jewry. sum, the Persistent 
Questioner” series has shown certain 
things clearly: one, that our community 
is not as moribund or decadent as some 
recent. critics have tried to make out; 
another, that the lively spirit of inquiry 
evinced is worth taking trouble with; and 
finally, that the obvious need to apply 
solutions to the persistent questions should 
effectively prevent our ecclesiastical leaders 
from sitting back complacently 


BERLIN CONFERENCE 
THERE will be gencral support for the 
decision of the Jewish Claims Committee, 
announced in New York, to submit a 
memorandum to the Four-Power Conterence 
which is to meet in Berlin at the end of this 
month. The decision has a double purpose. If, 
as is hoped, the conference ts to result in or 
prepare for the unification of Germany, 
Jewish leaders are anxious to obtain clear and 
adequate guarantees that the reparation 
agreement Western. Germany signed with 
Israel in September, 1952, and the restitution 
settlement made with Jewish organisations 
shall remain binding, besides being extended 
to Eastern Germany. So far, Eastern Ger- 
many, which is under. Communist rule, has 
coolly declined to make any amends for 
Jewish losses and in fact has even denounced 
Dr. ADENAUER’S Government for _ its 
agreement with Israel. Ihe Soviet Union 
ignored. the Note which the Israeli 
Government sent to the Four Powers when 
its claims against Germany were originally 
made over two years ago. It is only prudent, 
therefore, that Jewish leaders should now 
take every step to reaflirm their stand on 
reparation. 


But it is in respect to Austria that the sub- 
mission of a Jewish memorandum. to the 
Berlin Conterence is most urgently called for. 
Despite numerous promises that it would seek 
a settlement of Jewish claims, the Austrian 
Government has evaded the payment of even 
a single penny itn relation to heirless Jewish 
property taken by the Nazis in Austria. The 
discussions which took place in Vienna last 
summer between Jewish leaders and Dr. 
RAABS Government ended in deadlock. To 
add insult to injury, the Austrian Finance 
Minister last month declared that his country 
did not feel itself bound to pay any repara- 
tions to Jews.. The Berlin Conference, where, 
after the unification of Germany,a State treaty 
for Austria is expected to be among the first 
items on the agenda, is undoubtedly the right 
place for a memorandum on Jewish claims. 
It is high time that the Powers meeting at 
Berlin were made fully aware of the injustices 
involved in Austria’s bad behaviour. 

By bringing their grievances before the 
Berlin Conference Jewish leaders are follow- 
ing an important precedent. At the famous 
Berlin Congress of i878, representatives 
of the Great Powers had before them a 
memorandum submitted jointly by the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion on behalf of the Jews in Rumania and 
Serbia who were suffering from cruel oppres- 
sion and discrimination. This memorandum 
led to salutary results. Informed of the 
iniquities against the Jews, the. Berlin 


Congress refused to grant Rumania and 
other Danubian States complete indepen- 
dence unless articles were included in the 
treaty guaranteeing civil and political rights 
to the Jewish population. The statesmen 
about to meet in Berlin will fail in their 
duty if they refuse to induce Austria to make 
amends and observe the principles of justice 
and humanity which brought honour and 
acclaim to the statesmen at the Berlin 
Congress 76 years ago. 


DEPUTIES IN MANCHESTER 


On Sunday the Board of Deputies will 
break fresh ground when, for the first time 
in its almost 200 years, it holds its monthly 
session outside London—in Manchester. 
This departure from custom has in the first 
place been decided upon as a compliment 
to one of the Board’s two Vice-Presidents, 
Alderman Moss, who is qt present in the 
midst of what bids fair ay E recorded as a 
distinguished term of office as Lord Mayor. 
Alderman Moss invited the Board to meet 
in his city, and a reception at the Town 
Hall will give civic ‘recognition to the 
occasion. But, subconsciously, no doubt, the 
Board’s northward migration is a compli- 
ment to the part which Manchester Jewry, 
among other provincial communities, has 
plaved in its affairs. There is something to 
be remarked upon in the substantial contin- 
gent of earnest Mancunians who, month by 
month, undertake the journey to London for 
no pleasure more riotous than that of partict- 
pating in the lengthy—sometimes perhaps 
over-lengthy—arguments of a _ protracted 
Board meeting. Cynical Londoners, it 1s 
true,.aré wont to ascribe this zeal to a 
suggested deficiency in the Manchester 
scene of some of the classical attributes of 
beauty. This week-end they will have the 


‘opportunity. of discovering that the serious 


approach to public affairs is a noteworthy 
characteristic of our Lancashire brethren. 
But there are individual aspects to Man- 
chester’s interest in the Board's affairs. The 
late NATHAN LASKI became its Treasurer in 
1917—the first provincial member to hold 
honorary office—and was first Chairman of 
the Palestine Committee. H. S. HENRIQUES, 
K.C., who, although he lived in London, 
never lost the directness which he inherited 
from his native city, was the first son of 
Manchester (or of the provinces in general) 
to rise’ to the presidential chair, and the 
arduous term of office served by Mr. NEVILLE 
‘-LASK!I, Q.C., is still not forgotten. Both of 
Mr. successors have had the 
strongest provincial associations, and Sun- 
day's proceedings will, it is hoped, strengthen 
the Board’s claim to the interest and loyalty 
of the Anglo-Jewish community as a whole. 


“LOYAL TOASTS” 


AN interesting study for the = social 
historian would be the extent to which 
accepted usage derives from the momentary 
triumph of enthusiasm over what ts fitteng. 
One social oddity that is often perpetrated 
among us, and whose date of origin, 1948, 
is easy to trace, is that of observing, espe- 
clally at what have of fate years become 
known generically, if somewhat queerly, as 
“functions,” a sort of automatic: runner-up 
to the loyal toast: The toast of Her Majesty 
which all her subjects acknowledge on 
festive occasions, formally no doubt, but also 
as the expression of their citizen loyalty, is 
on many occasions followed immediately 
and as a matter of course by a toast to “ The 
State of Israel,” and sometimes one or both 
are—quite unnecessarily—drunk with musi- 
cal honours. This second “ loyal toast,” as 
it were, 1s often honoured before the Chair- 
man’s usual permission is given to. the 
company to smoke. Now it is obviously 
proper that when a gathering is. graced by 
the presence of the Israeli Ambassador or 
one of his staff of diplomats, or by a visiting 
Israeli Cabinet Minister, there should be a 
full-dress toast to the State of Israel. That 
is in accord with both polite and inter- 
national usage. We can obviously under- 
stand, too, that when Israel first came into 
being five years ago its birth called forth 
an enthusiasm which it would have been 
unnatural to shut off with a precise con- 
sideration of diplomatic niceties. But need 
we go to the other extreme? It is only 
citizens Of Israel who can with propriety 
accept a “ loyal toast” to Israel. Confusion 
of thought, allied with pride in Jewish 
achievement, is responsible for the elevation 
of a toast to Israel outside that country into 
the “official” category and away from 
accepted procedure. Israel’s place does not 
need to be secured by our effusiveness. 


About Books 
TIMES OF TRIAL 


Les Temps d’Epreuve. By JAcoB KAPLAN, 
ee Rabbi of Paris. Paris: Les Editions de 
Minuit.

A sermon should be judged noi only by its 
contents but also by the skili and art with 
which the preacher expounds his arguments 
and delivers his message. For this reason, 
sermons when printed lose much of their force, 
especially when they have been delivered by an 
outstanding orator who is able to appeal to the 
emotions as well as the intellect. 

Jacob Kaplan, the Chief Rabbi of Paris, is 
undoubtedly a great orator as well as a master 
of the French language. Yet" his sermons, 
even when in print, retain much of their fresh- 
ness and vigour, His book, “ Times of Trial,” 
is a collection of sermons covering the period 
between 1933, when Hitler assumed complete 
power in Germany, and 1951. It is divided 
into three parts: (1) From the accession of 
Nazism to the beginning of the war in 1939, 
(2) The war, the occupation, and the. liberation, 
(3) The consequences of Nazi persecution. 

In the first part Rabbi Kaplan's sermons 
examine, in the spirit of the teaching of 
Judaism, the Nazi doctrines and their influence 
on the course of events in general and on 
world Jewry in particular. In his writings 
there can be detected a warning to mankind of 
the imminent conflict which could be the only 
outcome of Nazi politics, together with a 
message of encouragement which should steel 
the hearts and minds of his flock to meet the 
approaching onslaught and 

This message of encouragement ts carried a 
step further in the second part of the book 
where we see Rabbi Kaplan. in terrible circum- 
stances, trying to imsti into the hearts of his 
fellow Jews the spirit of hope us well as of 
resistance, the spirit of being able to look 
beyond the trials of the present as well as the 
spirit of defiance to a cruel enemy An out- 
Standing example of this indomitable and 
unshakable Jewish spirit is found in the letter 
addressed by the author to Xavier ‘Vallat: the 
Commissioner of Jewish Affairs, on the occasion 
when the order was given for the reeistration 
of the Jewish people in: Unoccupied France. 

Then comes the dawn of liberation with all 
its problems: and the third croup of sermons 
is intended to give guidance in the spirit and 
the eternal values of Judaism for the compli- 
cated post-war period, full of disappointment, 
disillusion, and frustration. 

Ihe sermons of Rabbi Kaplan. give a full 
expression to the Jewish outlook which, formed 
by the sacred laws of the Torah. remains 
animated by a. sense of responsibility and is 
basically unchanged in times of joy or sorrow. 
It is mainly for this reason that the message of 
Rabbi Kaplan, even when set in cold print. 
remains alive and inspiring. 


COMING OF AGF 


The Lying Days. By Gorpimer. 
Gollancz. 12s. 6d.

Some readers like a novel to be mainly about 
what happened. Others are willing to look at 
the oddities of human character in company 
with an author and to see life for a little while 


through the eves of his characters : and this is 


‘the kind of experience that “ The Lvine Days” 


offers. It is the story of a South African girl, 
Helen Shaw, told by herself. She records what 
it feels like to be a child, to grow up and learn 
about love, to encounter stage by stage the 
realities of social and racial conflict. The 
authors achievement is that the. reader really 
sees with Helen's: eves, thinks with her. mind, 
shares her emotions and almost her sense of 
phfsical touch, 

Perhaps the most important encounter of 
Helen's youth is with a Jewish student. Joel 
Aaron. His home is portraved accurately, the 
conversation of his family has the authentic 
rhythm, but one feels that Miss Gordimer has 
sketched this background without interest. Joel 
himself, however, is deeply understood by the 
author. He is a representative of that young 
Jewish generation who are dominated by an 
eagerness. to be complete people. who refuse 
to accept the age-old Jewish place on the 
margin of society, and who search for ways to 
belong in the world. At the end. of the story 
Helen, 24 years old, is about to go to England, 
for in South Africa she feels that she is only 
one of an. unwanted white “crust.” | She 
wonders if she will ever belong anywhere. She 
envies Joel, who is setting out for Israel at 
the same time, because he is going to a land 
which nray be home to him. 3 

At times Miss Gordimer records so lavishly 
her heroine's experiences of sight. touch, and 
hearing that the reader is mazed by the sprawl 
of words and sensations. The thought occurs 
that, after all, the author has a certain responsi- 
bility of selection. At the end. however, Miss 
Gordimer has revealed her heroine so com- 
pletely that the occasional prolixities are 
justified.

FTER more than ten years of 
annual high-pressure fund- 
raising campaigns for Pales- 

tine and Israel we have almost 
imperceptibly become conditioned 
to feel that nothing matters in con- 
nection with the Jewish State except 
giving money. We are told over 
and over again how much Anglo- 
Jewry has contributed this year or 
last year to the official Zionist 
funds. Names are given of the 
fortunate few who have been able 
to donate very large sums. The 
object of all this publicity is under- 
standable ; it is to encourage others 
to do likewise. 

[here is another field of activity in 
Palestine in which British Jews have 
plaved a very notable. part. but about 
which there has been no publicity.

1 visited Palestine regularly at least

A good 
example of official neglect ts the 
colony in Karkur. Who knows that 
this colony is a purely Anglo-Jewish 
enterprise ? In 1911 a group of British 
Jews under the leadership of the 
late Herbert Bentwich bought 6,000 
dunams of land at Karkur, near 
Hadera. [hey later donated 2,000 
dunams to the Jewish National Fund.

THE TERRITORIAL UNION, QUESTION 


Zionist Federation 
Standpoint 
To the Editor of Tae Jewrsn Curonicie 


Sm,—-Your very imteresting leader 
last week on the Actions Committee 
discussion and decision concerning 
territomal union is not quite com- 
plete and | would like to qualify the 
story for the benefit of your readers. 

First, the decision of the Actions 
Committee does not apply to America, 
that is to say, 7 per cent of the Zionisi 
Movement is not affected by the very 
terms of the resolution concerning terr:- 
torial umons. One ts tempted to ask: 
if the terriiorial union project is such 
a wonderful Zionist panacca——why leave 
out the Most important Zionist uni. the 
U.S.A.? It would appear, therefore. that 
the territorial union is, in fact, an 
organisational device which would operate 
as the exception rather than the rule- 
exception for whose benefit ? Presumably, 
in order to solve the Zionist dilemma 
in France. But that is where the trouble 
begins. I have recently come back from 
a conference in Paris and | have dis- 
covered that in France nself there is no 
enthustasm for this pfoject. and. when 
it was toreed upon local leadership. the

when it is borne in mind that, out of 
about 50,000 qualified voters to the last 
Congress m this country, only 11,000 
took the trouble to vote: in other words.

cialitty of the ‘whole system which per- 
meates Congress clections now thay the 
Siate has been established. 

Or consider another contrast. The 
Zionist Federation has a membership 
of 30,000. All the other political parties 
combined cannot have cven as many as 
3,000.

in the affairs of the territorial union, 
whereas it 1s the 30,000 regular, consiant

There is really no justification for sug-

If this, therefore, 
is your maim ground for supporting this 
project, | am sure that you will realise 
that this is not well-founded. Further- 
more, our Own experience in this country 
has demonstrated beyond the possibility 
of anmmadversion that reliance upon non- 
Zionists is as futile as the territorial 
umion conception has now become out- 
moded. The controversy concerning the 
territorial union has now been. pursued 
for something lke 20 years, and the 
fingers of one hand would prove too 
many for the enumeration of the 
countries which hove. in fact. adopted 
this proposal 

| should. therefore, like to close by 
making one appeal to you : If you will 
study Zionist conditions throughout the 
world, you will find very few federations 
which could equal the Ziomst Federation 
of this country. cither as a model 
organisation or as a movement which. 
proportionately speaking, can claim a 
better record of consistent Zionist 
achievement. Now the Zionist Federa- 
tion of this. country. after very careful 
reflection throughout these two decades, 
has come to the conclusion that this 
project ts neither deswable nor prac- 
ticable in this country. This its not the 
whim of one or two individuals. This 
is the considered attitude of responsible 
Zionist Federation, leadership. On this 
subject we are practically unanimous and 
when I say “we” I am referring to 
such veteran, devoted. and experienced 
leaders as Professor Selig Brodetsky. the

Sir Leon Simon's 
Contention 


To the Editor of Tue Jewitsu CARONICLE 


Sir,—-The first of the two questions 
that Professor Yofley puts to me (in 
his letter in your last week's ts 
not quite so simple as it looks. Cer- 
tainly | concede the desirability ol 
giving young men an education that 
includes subjects other than Talmud - 
but when Professor Yoffey speaks of 
“introducing secular subjects into the 
veshiva curriculum,” obviously having 
in mind (as his second question shows) 
the teaching of such subjects “ at Unt- 
versity level,” | am not sure whether 
his question has any meaning. 

To .my mind. a young cannot 
study secular subjects at university level 
without imbibing ideas which are incon- 
sistent with some of the beliefs on which 
the traditional yeshiva rests; and it is 
therefore arguable that a yeshiva cannot 
set oul to teach secular subjects at univer- 
sity level without thereby forfeiting the 
right to:be called a yeshiva. 

However that may be-—~and here | come 
to Professor Yofley’s second question—a 
yeshiva certainly cannot, by the mere 
process of introducing into i{s curriculum 
teaching and research activities al univer- 
sity level, acquire the mght to be called 
a university. A student aft a university 
can choose his subject or subjects of 
Siudy: nobody is bound to take science, 
or bound to take classics, or bound to 
lake history, as a condition of studying 
at a university. But can anybody magine 
a yeshiva at which any student mmghi, if 
he chose, ignore the Talmud and study 
only secular subjects? That is by no 
means the only immporiam difference 
between the two t¥pes of institution; but 
it alone 1s sufficient to justify my conten- 
tion that a yeshiva which calls nself a 
university is ‘Sailing under false colours.

No Wish to Control 
Schools 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHrRonicLe 


Sir,—I shall certainly not emulate 
the example of Dr. Braude when he 
presumes to dismiss summarily the 
utterance by so distinguished an 
authority upon Jewish education as 
Rabbi Kopul Rosen. Rather, I shall, 
on behalf of the Day Schools Com- 
mittee of the Zionist Federation, of 
which | am the Chairman, welcome 
your editorial note on the dle of 
British Zionists in furthering Modern 


Hebrew education within existing 
Jewish day schools. 
It is, indeed, heartening to have your 


support for our policy that the Zionist 
Federation should provide grants for day 
schools for the teaching of Modern 
Hebrew. (1 would venture to remind you 
that this was one of the original bones 
of contention.) I am also. very happy 
that you frermmnd the communiy—a 
reminder which is acutely urgent—that 
“the teaching of Modern Hebrew, which 
iS a natural medium. of communication 
between Jews of the Diaspora and Jews 
of Israel, is obviously an important objcc- 
tive for bodes such as the Zionist 
Federation, and in pursuing that objective 
it must seek to have the language taught 
to children at the earhest possible age. 
For doing this the Zionst Federation 
cannot be criticised. . .” 

Your specific questions are completely 
relevant and call for an immediate reply: 

(1) Conditions of Grants: I. would 
assure you that the only condition in 
which we are intcresied ts that any grant 
which we make should, im fact, be used 
for the teaching of Modern Hebrew. 

(2) Selection of the School: The posi- 
tion is really much simpler than might 
he understood from your note. In Lon- 
don there are, in fact, very few Jewrsh 
day schools. With-the help of some of 


our societies and individual supporters 
we have secured some funds, and we 
are doing our utmost to imecrease our 


resources, sO aS to enable us to help in 
the provision of Modern Hebrew educa- 
tion in all existing Jewish day.schools in 
London, should our help be found wet- 
come and desirable. The problem of 
selection, therefore, iS neither formidable 
nor controversial. 

(3) Zionist Control over Day Schools: 
Nothing is further from our minds. Your 
correspondents on this subject have 
quoted our participation in Hillel House. 
The case of Hillel House ts quite unique 
It was not we who asked for active 
participation in the management of the 
school, but rather some of the leaders of 
the school itself who, being themselves 


Ziomsis, thought—and I believe with 
some justiication—that the Zionis 
Federation contained among its officc:< 
some very distinguished exponents of 
Jewish education, and that the combin,. 
tron of the governors of Hillel House 
together with some of the officers of ih. 
Federation, might succeed in establish, 
a model school, which would indicaic \, 
the community how a Jewish day school 
can combine Jewish traditional religions 
education together with Modern Hebrew 
and do justice to both to the satisfaction 
of the overwhelming majority of the 
community. Hillel House is, therefore.

(4) Ihe United Synagogue and the 
Federation of Synagogues: I really do nur 
think that any difficulty need arise on 
this score, since the United Synagogue 
cannot claim to be responsible for 4 
single Jewish day school. It is true that 
Hillel House is an institution sponsored 
by the Ohel Shem Synagogue, which 
affiliated 10 the Federation of Synu 
gogues; but, for that matter, Ohel Shem 
iS also affiliated to the Zionist Feders 
tion, and, therefore, would m any cas 
have a special claim upon the interest 
the counsel, as well as the wholchearicd 
support of the Zionist Federation im this 
country. 

(S) The “ Trends” Sysiem: I com 
pletely agree wih your warning agains 
the imtroduction im this country of the 
“trends” of education which hus 
hedevilled the system of education 
isracl. You can coum upon the Zien: 
Federation to support you m your views 
on this subject, more especially as the 
Zionist Federation consisis. in the main 
of individual Zionists wahout party di, 
tinction, and, indeed, the Zionist Feder: 
tion ts strongly opposed to the introduc 
tion into the gola of the political pa 
of Isracl. ' Allow me, however, to remind 
you that the present educational po! 
of the Zionist Federation in the field of 
day schools, which has received your wel- 
come support, would be rendered totally 
impossible if there were in this country 
a territorial union to ‘supplant the 
Zionist Federation. it haS now been 
made abundantly clear that the territo: al 
union project is a project dominated by

Library the greatest collection of serious 
works dealing with the Jewish question 
with antisemiusm and all its evil off 
sheots, and with the history of European 
Jewry in the last two decades. It would 
be, in fact, mmpossible for any historian 
Jewish or non-Jewish, to write a histor 
of Western Europe from the first emer 
gence of Adolf Hitler, and, indeed. fror 
his predecessors, without referring to 
some part of the immense collection o! 
books, pamphiets, and documents in the 
library. Few writers who have deal 
with recent events in Europe, cithe: 
from the historical or political angle, but 
have had recourse to the library and 
have publicly acknowledged their deb!

Chronicler’s reference. last 
week, to Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha 
being a congreganie of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation is of 
particular interest. It would seem that 
this ts the first occasion that a peerage 
has been conterred upon a member 
ol that ancient congregation. 

Lord Beaconsfield was. indeed. born 
into it, and Lord Eardley was the son 
of Sampson Gideon, the ouistanding 
English Jew of two hundred years ago 
and one of Britain’s leading financie: 
An ancestor of the present Lord Auck- 
land. Eardley Was elected Member of 
Parliament for Cambridge in 1770 and 
was raised to the pecruge in 1789; but 
there is reason to helieve that this WAS 
at least partially a posthumous tribute to 
his Jewish father. as. ac cording to Lucien 
Wolf. the son “ was created a 
when only 14 years old, as a solatium to 
his father, who had been refused the 
dignity.” as a Jew: but neither Beacons- 
ficld nor Eardley were members of the 
Jewish community. 

Some of Britain's leading and oldest 
peerages are held by. descendants of 
worihies of Bevis Marks. and it ts 
interesting to note that Lord Rocksavagc. 
the heir to the present Marquisate of 
Cholmondeley. Lord Great Chamberlain 
of England, is the grandson of Sir Edward 
Sassoon, a former leader of the London 
Secfardi community.

The Rebbe Who Died Twice 


By PAMELA 


HEN the Rebbe of Zelovsk 
died, all the Jewish 
inhabitants of that village 
followed him to his last resting- 
place. And this was only to be 
expected, for the dead sage had 
been greatly admired and beloved. 
He was renowned for his Talmudic 
learning and for a firm and heavy 
hand. The elders of the synagogue 
were privileged to receive the benefit 
of the former ; the little boys whom 
the rabbi had taught in the cheder 
bore testimony to the latter. 

So it was natural that Zelovsk 
Should observe the day of the rebbe’s 
funeral as a day of mourning. Work 
came to a halt. like a clock that had 
run down, and an unnatural silence lay 
over the little, cobbled streets, a silence 
broken only by the melancholy chant- 
ing of psalms in the rebbe's house, 

Yet. somehow, the atmosphere of 
mourning was not all that it should 
have been A feeling amounting 
almost to anti-climax hung over these 
sombre proceedings. The reason is 
and merits some expla- 
nation. The villagers could not mourn 
the rebbe with full hearts because they 
had already mourned his death on an 
idyllic summer day 20 years before.

Gershon sat at his wooden desk in 
the little cheder, tapping his feet 
impatiently on the floor. | His eyes 
were fixed on the heavy black letters 
in his open. prayer-book, but -‘his 
thoughts were with the green July 
meadows And this was hardly sur- 
prising. for the sun was shining 
brightly. and Gershon was only eight 
years old. 

“ Next !° said the rebbe sternly. and 
another victim stood up and began to 
stumble through his passage of recita- 
tion. Gershon dragged his thoughts 
back from the sunlight into the dark, 
stuffy litthe schoolroom. His own turn 
was rapidiy approaching, and it was 
imperative that he concentrate on 
the hiurgy. 

Raising his eyes from his book—at 
the risk of dire punishment—Gershon 
gazed with awe at his teacher's learned 
features and long, grey beard, as vast 
and menacing as a thunder-cloud: He 
wondered . at first whether God 
resembled the rebbe. Then he began 
to wonder what God was like when 
He was a little boy. and whether He 
had ever been forced to go to cheder. 
You will deduce from this that 
Gershon was not over-fond of his 
Hebrew studies: 

Gershon’s parents, who assumed 
their parental duties at the end of the 
last century, when religious learning 
was considered all-important, . were 
shocked by their son’s indifference. He 
was a lively. high-spirited child, who 
preferred noisy games in the open air 
to study of any kind, He liked to wade 
among the rushes by the river bank, 
and return home happy and covered 
with mud. Father informed . him 
solemnly that.if he did not work hard 
at cheder he would grow up to be a 


Gershon, envving the freedom 
of his Gentile friends, wondered 
whether this was. altogether a_ bad 
thing.

By the time cheder was over for the 
day. it was too late to start out on his 
planned expedition to China. As he 
climbed into bed. Gershon found him- 


self half hoping that it would rain 
next day. so that he need not suffer 
again the agony of stifling indoors

But 
he woke to dazzling sunlight and a 


sapphire sky, and. rebellion stirred 
within him.

he were stricken with a sudden violent 
iliness. ., At once he dismissed the 
thought. It had happened once before, 
and his mother had dosed him liber- 
ally and mbhumanely with castor oil. 
Gershon shuddered in recollection. 
No, this time it must. be something 
original. . Now, if only the rebbe were 
to die, Gershon paused, open- 
mouthed, in sudden inspiration,

Gershon'’s mother, disturbed in the 


midst of her baking by the unexpected 
entrance of a small figure who should 
have been in cheder, was surprised but 
not unduly worried. 

“Hil again?” she 
grim solicitude. 

Gershon, who saw a menacing castor 
oil gleam in her eye, hastened to 
reassure her. 

“ No,” he replied. in suitably hushed 
tones. “We've got a holiday, The 
rebbe's dead.” . 

if he had hoped to create an effect, 
he succeeded well enough. His mother, 
pale with horror, ran out with floury 
hands to inform the neighbours. Ina 
very short time the entire village was 
plunged into chaos and lamentation. 
Sorrowing ereybeards culogised§ the 
wisdom and picty of their dead 
leader. When he

Heaven shone round him, and even 
the candles seemed to burn brighter 
In the general confusion. nobody 
wondered why the other children had 
not been sent home from _ cheder. 
Gershon stole nouelessly away to the 
river...

At midday a weeping procession 
made its way to the rebbe's house. The 
rebbetzin, a plump and placid woman. 
looked somewhat surprised as she 
opened her front door to the entire 
community of Zelovsk. 

*What time will the funeral be?” 
asked Levinsky. the warden of the 
synagogue, his voice broken with sobs. 

Whose funeral 

“ Qur poor, beloved rebbe. 
just heard that he ts dead. ” 

“Dead ? My husband? weh 
The rebbetzin ratsed her hands in 
incredulous horror, then dropped them 
again. “What do you mean—dead ? 
He's sitting in there, eating his third 
helping of lockshen pudding.” 

At first the mourners would not 
believe her. Ihey flocked into the 
living-room until its walls almost 
bulged. But they could not deny 
the testimony. of their own eyes, 
and when they saw the rebbe sitting 
at his table. a laden spoon raised to 
his astonished lips. they were at last 
convinced that there would be no 
funeral that day. 

History does not record what hap- 
pened to Gershon, but for at least a 
week he was compelled to lower him- 
self on to his bench with the utmost 
caution. And he never played truant 
from cheder again 

And the rebbe was known for 
another 20 years as the only man in 
Zelovsk to survive his own death.

F you look long enough at anything 

mm. nature you will find that it is 

a world packed with excitement.

Fruit Salad 


It is a very old-established custom 
to eat fruit on Shevat 15, New Year 
for Trees, which we observe next lues- 
day. Some families make a practice 
of eating 15 different kinds of fruit 
for the occasion. Of course, Israchi 
fruits, such as orange. grapelfrurt, figs, 
and pomegranates, appear in this fruit 
salad. 

Shevat 15 is celebrated as a festival 
in Israel. There is no school on that 
day. and each child is privileged to 
plant a tree of its very own. But the 
planting is not the end of the matter ; 
all through the year the child looks 
after the tree, and thus the love for 
nature is early implanted in the 
child’s heart and the importance of 
trees is imprinted on the mind. To 
the joyous sounds of music the chil- 
dren all over Israel go out into the 
fields to obey the words found in 
Leviticus: “And when ye shall come 
mito the land and shall have planted 
all manner of trees.” 

This command is literally obeyed 
and all manner of trees are planted. 
Some trees are chosen to protect the 
crops against the winds; others, such 
as the eucalyptus, are a means of 
draining swamps; others turn the

New Israeli Bond Sales Campaign

New YorK 

Mr. Ben-Gurion has been invited to 
be the principal speaker at the Israeli 
bond sales organisations national 
planning conference. to be held in 
Washington in March before the new 
Development Bond issue is launched. 

Meeting here last week-end the Board 
of Governors of the bond orgamsation 
ard “™™) communal leaders decided that 
the new issue would be flodted through- 
out the country early in April. Sales 
campaigns in individual communities will 


begin a month fater. 

The first $75.000,000 series will con- 
sist of 1S-year coupon bonds bearing 
4 per cent interest and 10-year savings 
bonds appreciating by ‘SO per, cent at 
maturity. The counon bonds will range 
from $500 to $100,000. and the savings 
bonds from $100 to $10,000,-. Both prin- 
cin and interest will be payable in 
do'ars 

The bonds will be non-transferable for 
the first. five but Isracl has 


arranged with a number of American 
banks to grant loans on bonds up to 
75 per cent of their par value. Bonds 
will also be convertible into Israeli cur- 
rency for the purpose of investment or 
for tourist txpenses in Israel. Religious, 
charitable. and educational institutions 
will be encouraged to use their accumu- 
lated building funds to buy bonds. They 
will be given guarantees that their funds 
will be returned for construction pur- 
poses when required. 

The fact that no fixed period has been 
set for the sale of the bonds, totalling 
$350,.000.000, indicates that the bond sales 
organisation is being transformed into a 
permanent group to encourage American 
Jews to purchase bonds annually. 

Mr. Julian B. Venezky, the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the bond 
organisation. reported that the bond tssue 


floated in 1951 had realised $161 .000.000, - 


of which $137,152,000 had been received 
in cash.
